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When a free and sovereign people find 
their elected servants in government, and 
their appointed advisors, following a course 
of action contrary to their oath of office, 
destructive of the Constitution they have 
sworn to uphold, and leading relentlessly to 


the loss of their freedom and sovereignty, . 


they must perforce take the most effective 
action to restore sane, constitutional govern- 
ment, or perish as a free and sovereign 
people. 

‘A government that aids and abets the

“Turn Back’’ 
The U.N. Derision

The truth is— 


A U.S. plane was winging its way to a 
rendezvous with President Tshombe of Ka- 
tanga. It was on its due course and shortly 
would have reached its destination, when an 
amazing order from the Chief of the U.N., 
Dag Hammarskjold, caused it to turn back. 
What precipitated the giving of this order 
by the head of the world government? 
The order that has now been sealed to man- 
kind by Dag’s sudden death; and by the 
application of sedatives to the lone survivor 
over a series of days, until his death, follow- 
ing his revealing of that order was “to turn 
back.” 

What a strange order to be given by a 
man who supposedly was on a mission of 
peace, and how strange that immediately 
following that order it seemed as though the 
very Hand of God smashed the plane into 
the hillsides, and proved once again that 
He is still ruler of the universe and holds 
the fate of man in His hands! 

Truly, this air crash may have changed 
the course of history, and I would like to 
discuss these several points: . 

1. The turning back of the plane showed 
the unwillingness of Dag Hammarskjold to 
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complete peace negotiations with Tshombe, 
and may well have signaled his intention to 
send larger detachments of troops into the 
bloody Congo, to smash this pro-western 
Republic and then place a CommUNist at the 
head of the Congo Government. Let us be 
reminded that already the action by the 
U.N. had shocked the free world, by com- 
mitting a ruthless act of aggression against 
the Republic of Katanga. The U.N. was 
established to promote and protect the right 
of self-determination of peoples and safe- 
guard the independence of countries. On 
September 12, however, the U.N.’s troops 
toppled the freely elected: government of 
Katanga, forcing President Tshombe to flee. 
I submit that the citizens of Katanga have 
as much right to a free independent and 
separate status from the rest of the former 
Belgian Congo as do any other peoples in 
the world. And there is no question that 
the actions of Dag Hammarskjold in this 
bloody invasion of a free country were 
definitely aiding the CommUNist cause by 
their attempt to place Antoine Gizenga, a 
Red, at tie head of the government. e*, 


The crash therefore may have, for the 
time being, saved this independent nation 
and at least has brought into the open the 
facts concerning this shameful aggression. 
Senator Dodd has demanded a full-scale 
investigation into the Congolese crisis, and 
has pointed out the fact that it was these 
whom Dag intended to place in power that 
were responsible for the reign of terror, 
murder and rape against the white residents 
for the past two years in the Congo. If 
Katanga were placed in the hands of the 
Reds it would give the Soviet Government 
tremendous mineral outputs, for over 60% 
of the world’s cobalt comes from this Prov- 
ince and nearly 8% of the world’s copper. 

2. The sudden death of Dag Hammarskjold 
on September 18 may have prevented the 
United States from going under complete 
world government control, for ever since 
June 29th, numerous Bills (fifty in number) 
had been introduced in both the House and 
Senate by left-wingers and one-worlders 
bearing the titles “Disarmament Act for 
World Peace and Security.” Many of these 
went so far as to propose various treaties 
which would include world-wide disarma- 
ment; strengthening of the world court by 
by-passing the Connally Amendment, setting 
up of a world police state by absorbing var- 
ious national armies and long-range steps 
towards world government; the handing 
over of our sovereignty; disarming our 
nation and merging our economy with that 
of Soviet Russia. Much of this material had 
been prepared, to be presented at the open- 
ing of the U.N., with the intention of saving 
her from her deplorable situation and mak- 
ing her (UN.) truly a world government. 


Under these Bills, the use of executive 
order on the part of the President, could 
have carried us on the way into a World 
Super-State. The perpetration of this plot 
could already be seen in the emergency 
powers granted to our Chief Executive, 
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through the Berlin crisis, which from the 
very beginning was a farce and was being 
used to frighten the citizens into supporting 
and passing certain legislations, which could 
not have been achieved under calmer cir- 
cumstances. The drive was on. The U.S. on 
several occasions had now saved the U.N. 
from total bankruptcy, and was also under- 
writing its armed fiasco in the Congo. Now 
the hour had’ come, for virtually our com- 
plete surrender of sovereignty so as to save 
the U.N. and to strengthen its position. 

All through the night of Sunday, Septem- 
ber 17, patriots throughout our nation were 
storming our Congress with telegrams and 
phone calls to halt the passage of S.R. 
2180 or H.R. 7936. These Bills which were 
béing rushed towards passage in the closing 
hour of Congress and prior to Kennedy’s 
appearing before the U.N., had within them 
complete dictatorial power in the establish- 
ment of a peace agency, with a director who 
would only be responsible to the President 
and Secretary of State. Further, it would 
permit the setting up of a private bureau of 
investigation which could carry on relations 
with Soviet Russia and other countries; 
could confiscate the arms of private citizens; 
could use the funds of private foundations; 
could have full access to the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and virtually would have the 
powers of full dictatorship. 

Here again, the crash of a plane and the 
fighting will of a people may well have 
saved our nation from complete surrender 
to a world antichrist dictatorship. A token 
Bill, following the death of Dag Hammar- 
skjold, was prepared more or less to show 
our determination for world peace, but it 
did not embody these surrenders of our 
rights. These two dangerous Bills are now 
still in the hands of the committees headed 
by Senator Mc Clellan and Representative 
Thomas E. Morgan, who will attempt to 
railroad them through the next session of 
Congress. 

3. The death of Dag Hammarskjold which 
brought a crisis to the U.N. now has 
brought into light the fact that the present 
‘Administration has been working to allow 
the entrance of Outer Mongolia and Red 
China into the U.N. The Supreme Court 
Justice Douglas, on a trip to Russia, has 
now openly stated in Moscow that he is in 
favor of working for the admission of Outer 
Mongolia. The admission of either of these 
nations or both into the U.N., only streng- 
thens the Soviet power. 

4. The death of Hammarskjold now shows 
the weakness of a man and the fallacy of the 
U.N. to create world peace. It unmasks the 
U.N. for what it is—an instrumentality 
through which the Soviet Government seeks 
to seize world control at our expense and 
prestige. The confusion is great, and while 
we are paying over 50% of the bill and are 
being allowed only one vote, some nations 
as small as a quarter of a million people 
in Africa have just as much voting power as 
the United States. 

We can now see the dangerous course 
that is presently being taken to which the 
Administration already seems _half-heart- 
edly committed—that through certain bar- 
gaining, East Germany may become a 
satellite state of Russia, and the U.N. head- 
quarters, or a section thereof, be placed in 
Berlin, and Berlin becoming an internation- 
alized city. 

A weak sister by the name of Mongi Slim 
has been named President of the U.N., and 
his record shows that down through the 
years he has played piggyback with the 
CommUNists. Now Russia is demanding a 
four-member Secretariat which will consist 
of a Westerner, a Soviet, an African and an 
Asian member; and you can imagine who 
these will be and where the power will lie. 

For years now we have been taught that 
the U.N. was formed to save us, and yet 
all it has been doing is spending our money 
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and surrendering our precious liberties to 
save IT! If its so-called leadership were so 
brainy, why were they not prepared with 
a successor to Dag Hammarskjold? In his 
death it almost appeared as a one-man show. 
One asks: “Has the U.N. ever been an in- 
strument of peace? Since 1945 there has 
never been a moment of rest without fight- 
ing and bloodshed on our globe. Mankind 
everywhere has been beating their plow- 
shares into swords; civil war, revolutions 
and bloody conflicts between the nations 


have continued since the inception of the, 


U.N., and through it all there has been only

COMMENTS ON HAMMARSKJOLD’S 
DEATH 


Paris daily papers, from Right. to Left, 
covering the death of Dag Hammarskjold, 
were filled with the mock piety of the usual 
obituary. To the logical, middle-of-the-road 
Frenchman, however, Mr. Hammars. kjold’s 
passing came like a burst of light and 
could be summed up as follows: “It is time 
for UN to crack. If his (Mr. H’s) untimely 
demise will hasten the crack-up, we are all 
to the good.” 

Europe’s last picture of him was that of 
the self-satisfied Secretary General, holding 
a cold chicken and whisky-soda garden party, 
in the cool hills outside Leopoldville, while 
the Ghurkas massacred the Katangans; the 
frantic scramble for legal arguments of 
justification, none of which held water, 
before the embarrassing meeting with the 
British Foreign Minister, Lord Lansdowne; 
the blatant lie, unblushingly handed out in 
America, that “even Tshombe’s troops, ex- 
cept in cases where the latter are agitated 
by Foreign (French and Belgian inferred) 
adventurers, are on excellent terms with 
UN forces.” 

_Dr. Coner Cruise O’Brien, the UN repre- 
sentative in the Congo, the man who put 
the match to the powder barrel, is well 
known in Paris, when he passed two years 
as Counselor of Embassy. Paris summing 
up of him: Zero. A man who -had never 
conducted a complex negotiation was picked’ 
for the Congo job by Dag Hammarskjold 
last June because of his ideological fervor 
and for that only. O’Brien is forty-four; a 
militant-do-gooder. He made fiery speeches’ 
about independence for Cyprus and Algeria. 
His ideas of liberty, however, did not extend’ 
to Katanga, the last corner of sanity in the 
formerly well-run Belgian Congo. 

The Congo job was O’Brien’s first oppor- 
tunity in a lifetime, of putting his theofies 
into practice. He made the most of it. Ts- 
hombe, Katanga’s leader, dared to disagree 
with him, a thing probably no African had’ 
ever done before. In his capacity as viceroy 
of Mr. H., ie., world government, Dr. 
O’Brien saw such disagreement as treason. 

“Tshombe is difficult. You cannot reason 
with him,” O’Brien wrote. Moscow’s man, 
Gizenga, and Mr. Adoula, being enemies of 
Tshombe, were accordingly “reasonable,” 

UN’s “Peace Force,” mainly supported by 
America as “a force to insure order and 
prevent bloodshed where the risk of blood- 
shed exists,” thus, on O’Brien’s arbitrary 
and illegal decision, became the cause of 
Katanga’s bloodbath where risk of blood- 
shed was previously non existent. That, 
briefly, is the European summing up of MY. 
H’s. last operation. 

O’Brien wanted to present his chief, Ham- 
marskjold, with a fait accompli before the 
cold chicken and whisky party in Leopold- 
ville, with Lumumba’s lieutenant, Gizenga, 
safely installed in Tshombe’s seat. Without 
waiting to see how his plan would turn out, 
he triumphantly announced, “The State of 
Katanga has ceased to exist.” The now em- 
barrassed British Consul in Elizabethville 
obligingly passed this word on to the Foreign 
Office. 

In the days that followed, repugnance be- 
came Western Europe's principal emotion, 
with most disgust reserved for America’s 
hypocrisy in refusing to face the truth; viz., 
that by unloosing the Katanga attack, UN 
was not preserving peace, but starting a 
civil war in the attempt to force a solution 
that was none of UN’s business. 

Khrushchev might well have had his eye 
on Conor Cruise O’Brien when he told the 
leaders of the communist world last Decem-+ 
ber, “Do not alarm the West by meddlin £ 
openly in Africa. Remain outside. Our best 
agents of subversion are the West’s non 
communist Left. Let them do the work for

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ECONOMIC COUNCIL LETTER 512

RESIDENT Kennedy made his scheduled 
appearance before the United Nations 
General Assembly on September 25. He 
presented part of the “package” program 
for disarmament of the nations, arming of 
the UN and establishment of world law 
above our Constitution, which carefully 
Jeaked reports have promised over several 
months. 
The important pro- 
posal was for aban- 
donment of nuclear 
arms—and end of 
testing, of stockpiles 
transfer to other na- 
‘tions, of nuclear wea- 
pons in outer space, 
and of testing and pro- 
duction of missiles. 
‘Along with abandon- 
ment of nuclear wea- 
pons, the President 
.recommended an in- 
crease of UN armed forces. 


"THIS is a strange farce. Nuclear weapons 
“are our margin of power over the com- 
munist mass armies. We are now insisting 
the communists give up their disadvantage 
while we give up our advantage. That is 
like asking gangsters to insist on disarming 
the police. 

The other elements of the package plan 
—total disarmament and world law—are 
left in suspension. 

We offer the cynical suggestion that the 
disarmament-world government proposals 
were delayed by the unexpected presence of 
Congress in Washington and the flood of 
mail urging Congress to remain in session 
and keep watch over our national security. 

Apparently Kennedy’s speech had been 
carefully timed to take place when Congress 
was scattered to the home districts, and 
without a forum. But the best-laid plans of 
even the planners go aft agley. 

The package program is unchanged. It 
‘will be put into effect, probably even with 
the same time table. 


LF* us remember. The program for dis- 

armament and world government is not 
mew. The collectivist elite proposed it in 
1945. It is mandatory in the United Na- 
tions Charter. It was the subject matter 
of many international conferences and 
studies under Dean Acheson and Alger 
Hiss. The men who are directing the “new” 
plan are the same men who have directed 
the steps to world government over the 
last sixteen years—or new men trained by 
them. Our representative to the UN is 
Adlai Stevenson, the man who forced the 
Navy to put communist radio operators 
back on Navy ships in wartime.

Do we have any positive evidence that 
this campaign is still going on day and night 
to impose world government and disarma- 
ment of the nations on an unsuspecting 
people?

Let there be no mistake about interna- 
tionalism. Like Washington, Jefferson, 
Franklin and the Adamses, we are in favor 
of all reasonable international intercourse.

On September 21, Chalmers Roberts re- 
ported in the Washington Post the terms 
of an agreement on disarmament which the 
United States has made with the Soviet 
Union, and deposited as an official docu- 
ment with the United Nations.. 

This agreement provides as follows: 

The goal is general and complete disarm- 
ament. It will be accompanied by procedures 
for “peaceful settlement of disputes.” 

Non-nuclear forces are to be sufficient for 
internal security only. For “international” 
security there will be a UN “peace force.” 
(That is, the United States will be in the 
position of Katanga, permitted no forces 
strong enough to oppose the UN armies.) 

All nations are to disband their own 
forces, close out bases, stop making arms, 
eliminate all stockpiles of nuclear chemical 
and biological weapons, stop production of 
advanced weapons and international missiles. 
They are to abolish military organizations 
and military training and end all military 
expenditures. This means abolishing West 
Point, Annapolis and the Air Academy. 
(We suggest you read this paragraph again 
—and then again.) 

All steps to disarmament ‘of the nations 
will be “from beginning-to end under .. . 
strict and effective international control,” 
by an international disarmament organiza- 
tion. This international ageney-would-have 
“gnrestricted access” to-the territory of 
member nations. (Will it-be Lrish and Swed- 
ish groups or Mongolian.and. Ghanian forces 
which occupy key positions in our America?) 

The UN “peace force” would be built up 





with manpower from the member nations. 
It must be strong eriough to “deter or sup- 
press” any threat or use of arms not sane- 
tioned by the UN Charter. 

These agreements are to be as wide ds 
possible, and effective at the earliest possible 
date. 

We repeat—this agreement, including 
abolition of national armies, transfer of 
trained manpower to UN armies, abandon- 
ment of weapons manufacture and military, 
training, and adoption of procedures for 
“peaceful settlement of disputes” (enforced 
by UN armies) has been SIGNED by the 
United States Government, and formally, 
submitted to the UN. 

What did Congress do about it? How 
absurd! Congress had nothing to say about 
it. Congress gave way its powers and the 
necessary funds to the Executive Branch 
long ago. 

What did the press say about this strange 
agreement? Not a voice of protest was heard 
in the land. 

Do you think Congress will object? Con- 
gress has just passed a bill setting up a 
new agency with the innocuous title of 
“U. S. Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency for World Peace and Security.” 

That Agency has been given broad 
enough powers to do everything proposed 
in the American-Soviet agreement on dis- 
armament and world government. The 
Executive had the powers before. Now it 
has specific Congressional approval, the 
right to come out in the open, and nice 
new funds. 

This new Agency for disarmament is the 
culmination of years of effort, led pre- 
sently by Senator Hubert Humphrey, to 
commit Congress to the thesis of disarma- 
ment and the propaganda campaign to 
Pavlov-ize the American people about 
“peace.” In the House, 72 Members spon- 
sored it. 


disarmament Agency appears to be 
largely a research group, “studying” 
disarmament. You may think research in 
disarmament is research into detection of 
nuclear tests and the like. But look at the 
range of topics the new Agency intends to 
study. The section on research (S31) has 
thirteen sub-divisions defining fields of 
study. We mention a few: 

Analysis of national budgets; levels of 
industrial production and economic indic- 
ators... .« 

Control . . . of armed forces and arma- 
ments. 

Training of scientists and technicians for 
control systems. (Not limited to technical 
controls.) 

Economic and political consequences of 
disarmament ... and reallocation of na- 
tional resources. (Note well). 

Implications of national security policies 
for disarmament and of disarmament on 
national security. 

Scientific, economic, political, legal, social, 
psychological, military and _ technological 
factors related to the prevention of war. 

Most of the technical research is. now be- 
ing carried on by the Defense and State De- 
partments and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. The Senate Hearings on the Bill in- 
clude thirty-four pages of fine print, listing 
only the titles of unclassified studies now 
being carried on by established departments. 
The new Agency was obviously needed for 
some other purpose. 

The President is empowered to transfer 
agencies, powers and funds from existing 
cepartments to the new Agency. This means 
the research on disarmament now being 
carried on by our armed forces can be 
transferred to the new Agency which 
speaks for one-worlders.

“Nine Men Against America”

say this “research” will soon become 

the greatest brain-washing operation in 

history. Perhaps that is one purpose of the 

transfer--of technical military research to 
a new Agency—with. trimmings. 

The President now has power to establish 
liaison between this Agency and any UN 
disarmament agency. The President already 
has power to transfer any United States 
personnel, civilian or military, to UN or to 
any international agency except for war. 
But the UN peace forces will not be en- 
gaged in war when the UN sends armies to 
fight a people defending their homeland— 
that is peace, not war! So the President. now 
has all. necessary power to transfer our 
military and civil personnel to the UN for 
its “peace” forces.

AS @ result of the protest against world 

government and world armed forces, we 
may see a quick shift to regional pacts, thus 
transforming national armies into inter- 
national armies by stages. Remember NATO 
and other regional pacts are completely 
under the UN Security Council. 

In addition to this far-reaching “research” 
the new Agency is to use the USIA (United 
States Information Agency) to tell the story 
of our disarmament plans to foreign nations. 
It is time Congress made a thorough study 
of the extent and means by which we sub- 
sidize the press, radio, and scholarly publi- 
cations of foreign countries to tell the story 
USIA (Edward R. Murrow) wants to tell. 

The Agency also has the power to deal 
with representatives of other nations or 
international agencies on disarmament (in- 
cluding world law). 

Finally it has power to formulate plans 
and preparations for the establishment and 
operation of inspection and control systems. 
The Senate Report said the new Agency 
could not carry on this last function with- 
out new legislation, but we do not believe it. 

The final touch. The agency is to have 
a thorough security check of employees 
made by the FBI. If such complete study 
turns up any evidence of doubtful loyalty, 
what happens? ‘The disarmament Agency 
must report that fact to the Security Office 
of the State Department! 
~ It has-come~to our attention that. many 
of those~who- wrote the Congress protesting 
the approaching delivery of American se- 
curity to. the UN, were told by their Senators 
and Representatives that Congress would

(CONGRESS passed this shocking Bill with- 

~ out a> murmur. The Senate-passed the 
OECD Treaty, which is the economic arm of 
world government. It is considering treaties 
containing a specific provision for referring 
all disputes to the World Court (backdoor 
nullification of the Connally Amendment).
